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The  Trustees  of  Saltus  Grammar  School,  with  a  variety  of  profes- 
sional expertise  in  their  various  fields  allied  to  a  wealth  of  experience, 
have  a  particularly  important  role  to  play  in  ensuring  that  our  school  : 
remains  true  to  its  past  whilst  providing  an  education  that  is  entirely  | 
relevant  to  the  needs  of  the  students  in  the  context  of  modern  Bermuda 
and  the  world  at  large. 

In  late  May  of  this  year,  the  Chairman  of  the  Trustees,  Mr.  David 
Anfossi,  stood  down  after  nine  years  in  that  position.  During  his  ten- 
ure he  has  presided  over  a  greater  period  of  significant  educational,  i 
physical  and  curricular  change  than  has  occurred  at  any  other  time  in 
the  school's  history. 

Mr.  Anfossi,  I  am  pleased  to  relate,  remains  a  trustee,  but  as  he  re- 
linquishes the  reins  of  the  Chairmanship  this  is  an  appropriate  mo-  I 
ment  to  thank  him  for  the  many  hours  he  has  so  freely  given  in  our 
service  in  the  very  best  traditions  of  volunteer  contributors  over  the 
years. 

Mr.  Anfossi  is  succeeded  as  chairman  by  Mr.  James  Amos,  who  has  ( 
been  a  Trustee  for  ten  years.  I  congratulate  him  on  his  appointment,  I  ( 
know  he  will  have  the  backing  of  us  all  in  a  position  that  is  so  crucial  j 
for  the  school,  and  I  wish  him  every  success  in  the  years  ahead. 


Message  from  Mr.  James  Amos  who  has  now  succeeded 
Mr.  David  Anfossi  as  Chairman  of  the  Trustees. 

Saltus  Grammar  School,  now  106  years  old,  consists  of  much  more 
than  buildings,  having  a  lifeblood  made  up  of  students  with  great  poten- 
tial for  the  future,  a  dedicated  group  of  teachers,  alumni  with  strong  af- 
fection for  the  school  in  which  they  spent  their  formative  years,  parents 
with  high  expectations  for  their  children  and  also,  of  course.
